HANDLING AND STORAGE:

3. Please insure the hub is clean and don’t alter the shape as it may 
cause reading errors. 

4. Don’t use eraser. 

5. Don’t use thinner, alcohol, and Freon, etc. for cleaning. 

6. Please keep your Compact Floppy Disk in the protection case 
after use. 

7. Don’t expose to high temperature, humidity, or direct sunlight. 

8. Don’t smoke or drink near your Compact Floppy Disk. 

9. Don’t store your Compact Floppy Disk near strong magnetic fields. 

10. Please avoid storing in dusty places.
